A Narrative is a Relation of ſomething that may be 
ſen, felt, heard, or anderſtood : Or otherwiſe ; It is a 
Relation of ſomething that Can weither be ſeem, felt, 
es, nor wnderflood : For we have Our Narratives of 
things Viſible and Inviſible ; Poſſible and Impoſſible 5, 7ruc 
WdFulſe : Our Narratives of Fai?, and our Narratives 
of Inagination. In One word : There was never any 
thing S,;d, Done, or Thought of, Since the Creation ; 
wr ſo much as any thing Fan/yd, tho' it was we- 
wr Said, Done, or Thong ht of,but it will Bear a Narrative. 
Nhat the only point will be,out of This Infinite Diver- 
Wyof Narratives, Which is che Narrative here in queſtion, 
NOW the Narrative here in queſtion, is the AVarre- 
met The PLOT; but then there will ariſe Another 
Qeltion; Of HAT Plot ? For there are as many 
lortsof Plots as there are of Narratives. There are Plots 
of Puffer, and Plots of Intereſt ; Plots Generall and Par- 
eur; Publick and Private ; Forreign and Domeſtique ; 
all and Civil : There are Plats to Undermine 
wnents, and Plots to y Y them ; Plots Simple, 
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and Counter-Plots ; Plots to make Plots ; and Plots to Sol 
Plots ;, Plots to give Credit to Sham-Plots; and Plots agai 
to Baffle, and Diſcountenance Reall Ones * Plots Feſuitial, | 
and thazatique ; Plots Great and Small ; Highand ow: 
ſhort, .There is not any thing under the Sun, that maj 
ſerveus either for Pleaſure, or Convenience, but we hay 
a P/otupon't : And the Maſter-Plor of all; is the Plot hoy 
to get the oney out of One Pocket into Avother as is wel 
Obſery'd by oneof the Antients. For what is it that ſet 
all Trades and Profeſſions a work, Nay and all wicked. 
neſſe too ; As Murther, Calumny, Oppreſſion, Perjury,s. 
ornetion; Corruption &Cc. But a Plot upon Mony ? 
NOW tocome-to my point. This Diſcourſe is not 
a ld and Rambling Narrative 'of ſome Indefinite Pl, 
that no body knows what to make of, or where to findit:

Reformed Catholiques, rather then Proteſtants, becauſe | 
take the Catholique to be the ntienter Family of the 7w* 
The Dexomination being uſed in the Primitive Church, and 
not only to denote a Generality, or Univerſalityof Prife} 
ſion: but alſo to Diſtinguiſh Orthodox, and Obedient Chriſf 
ans, from Schiſmatiques, and Heretiques, *Tis caſt inmy 
Diſh I know, asa Reproach,- that I will not-own my {ell 
to be a Proteſtant. Now fo far as Proteſtant is a Catholiqe) 
or as the Church of England is That which They call Prote 
ftant, *tisall one-to me, whether I paſſe for a Reforms 
Cathelique,- a Church of England-manz or a-Proteſtant. But 
when Hereſie,. and Schiſm comes to ſhelter it ſelf undet 
the Cover of Proreftantiſm, (which-is but too common 4 
Caſe) I have no Ambition:to -be- accounted any of thoſe

Caxd/e to the Sur : tor 
whoever carefully peruſes Their Hritings and Depoſittons, 

ares their-7Teſtimonies ; and yer doubts of the Plot, is 
debonrer, certainly, then Seal'd up under the ſpirit of 
Blindneff, and'Deluſion.Let no body therefore expe from 
Tſe Sheets, any Repetition of what the Kings Evidences 
hive Delivered, and Depoſed with ſo much Solemanity all- 
ay; but rather repair to the Memorialls that they have

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:to import anly a General Reſolution, Or Agreement upon 
ſame Common fvd ; and an Iuirigue to fignitic a Certain 
Artifice, or Myftery in the menx2r of bringing it about, 0 
Tntrigues, {ome are dirett Conſpiraties ; as where a D 
is Govers'd by the Contrivance, Advice, and Conſent ; and 
Emprovel to the Common Advamtage and Beboof of all the 
Parties therein concers'd. Of This Kinde, were the lat bs 
trigues of the Fanatiques againſt the Government ; when, 
as they a contributed to the Rune of the Publique, fo did 
they «l, in ſome meaſure, Partake of the Quarry. Ther, 
are Other Intrigues which are not ſo much a Formal 
deracy as a Blinde Co-operation of ſeveral Parties, town 
the gaining of ſuch or ſuch an Za, by working upoy 
the Paſſions and HPeakneſſes of one another, without 6 
ver Concerting the matter betwixt them 3 and This is the 
Quality of the Plot whereof I am now about to Treat, 
WE have been told abundantly of the Popiſb Plor, The 
Bookſellers Ware houſes ave Cram'd, and there Stalls chary'd 
with the Aſemorials of it ; All our Conrts of Fuſtice, and 
Fournals of State bear witneſs tot.

moſt Eminent, and Yenerable Champions that ever Put 
Pen to Paperia the Defence of the Reformed Communj 
have been the Perſons which they have till ſingledout 
for the SubjeR of their Zxemplary Cruelty, and Rigor, 
which ſhews that their (Pretexded ) Quarrell is to the 
WVame rather then to the Opinion.
